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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art does not expressly disclose broadcasting the video on a video 
channel having an RF carrier frequency different from a carrier frequency of a wireless 
data channel over which data is transmitted to and from an access point, wherein the 
video channel provides both downlink and uplink capability; and maintaining the video 
channel in a one-way broadcast-only mode at least while the video channel carries 
video, thereby precluding a subscriber from up-linking information on the video channel. 
These limitation , in conjunction with all other limitations, has not been disclosed 
.suggested or made obvious over the prior art of record.
